JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


Our advices by the present P. and O. mail extend to the 28th 
May, but by the Pacific mail we have nine days later news, viz., 
to ths 6th June; the French mail of April 12 arrived out on 
the 25th May, and the following P. and O, mail of April 18 
on the 3rd June. The Japan Mail gives the following items of 
news :— 

Inouye and Shibusawa, on relinquishing office as Ministers of 
Finance, have shot a Parthian arrow at the Government whose 
service they have just quitted. They represent the finances of 
the Empire as being in a deplorable condition. The country, 
they say, is daily getting deeper into debt, in spite of more and 
more taxes being imposed, and the people meanwhile becoming 

rer, and consequently less able to pay the new imposts. The 
so-called civilisation of the country is unreal ; the Government 
is altogether in advance of the people it governs, in their eager- 
ness to imitate foreign customs. ‘The ex-Ministers recommend 
economy, and the abandonment of all costly undertakings, and 
the initiation of no new ones, The Government have returned 
the following reply to the memorial :— 

Although the views brought forward in your memorial are proper 
in the points enumerated and the facts hinted at, there are considerable 
contradictions of the actual truth. As far as the remarks about the 
necessity of taking as an aim the accordance of the theory of Govern- 
ment with the capacity of the people are concerned they are not to be 
gainsaid ; and as his Majesty has lately decreed reformations in the 
regulations under which the business of the Council of State ( Dajékan ) 
is conducted, you may relieve yourselves of anxiety on that point. As 
to your statement that a rough calculation of the expenditure and in- 
come for the year shows a deficit of over 10,000,000 yen, this result was 
obtained by calculating the value of the koku of rice to be 2 yen, 75 sen. 
Part of this has been incurred in preceding years; part consists of 
extraordinary expenses such as those connected with the conversion of 
han into ken; another part consists of occasional expenditure, and 
which is not expected to recur every year. Moreover, you state that 
the actual liabilities of the Government amount to 140,000,000 yen. 
There are many serious errors in this calculation. If the actual facts 
be considered, neither is there an annual deficit of 10,000,000 yen, nor 
is there such an enormous debt as 140,000,000 yen. To make such 
statements, therefore, is most reprehensible, and your document is 
simply returmed to you. 

The Government Gazette contains the acceptance of Shibusawa’s 
resignation of o fice, but he is not allowed to resign his title of 
Shégoi. The Gazette also contains the acceptance of Inouyé’s 
resignation, and he is ordered to retain his title of Jiushii. Both 
are ordered to remain en disposibilité—the nearest equivalent 
for the Japanese expression made use of. _ This involves a cer- 
tain amount of pay. Mutsu Munémitsu has been appointed to 
the vacancy created by Shibusawa’s resignation. Inouyé’s place 
is put into commission, and the duties are discharged b ata- 
nabe, dazjé and Mori, A476 of the Treasury. Okuma been 
appointed Chief Commissioner of the Treasury. 

‘The supposed large loss of life in the burning of the Mikado’ 
Palace has turned out to be unfounded ; there was only one per- 
son killed and two wounded. The fire is now attributed to 
accident. ‘Two Japanese officials have offered to the Government 
the sums of 20,000 rios and 10,000 rios respectively, to be ex- 
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pended in helping to pay the cost of a new castle. Five Japanese 
merchants of Yokohama have also offered to the Kunaisho (de- 
partment for keeping in repair the Royal Palace and grounds) the 
sum of 3,200 rios for a similar object. According to the Visshin 
Shinjishi, however, the 'Tenno has written to the authorities to 
declare his intention not to rebuild the castle at present. 

The Exhibition of objects of art and virtw at Kioto continues 
to attract great numbers of the native population. People from 
all parts of Japan are visiting it, and from various sources a very 
handsome revenue will, it is expected, be received. We believe 
it is intended to devote the proceeds to the erection of a perma- 
nent Exhibition Palace at Kioto. 

Rinderpest has broken out among the stock on the Govern- 
ment farm superintended by General Capron. Upwards of 
thirty of the animals have died, and grave fears are entertained 
of further mortality among them. General Capron looked for- 
ward with great hope to the success of his experiments in cross- 
ing the native and foreign breeds both of horses and cattle, but 
disease has swept away the young half-breds, and with them the 
hopes and labour of many months, The malady is said to have 
gained an entrance into the farm through the admission of some 
native cattle bearing its undeveloped sceds. It has assumed a 
very malignant form, and demands the greatest care from all 
whocare interested in stock, if not actual levislative interference. 

Although the taste for rabbits has become somewhat more 
eclectic it has by no means expired. Fewer, it is true, are intro- 
duced from abroad, but only, we suspect, because the present 

ent stock is found sufficient to keep the demand supplied. We 
ave been informed that the sum of $5,0U0 has been offered for 
an importation of fifty lop-eared Madagascar rabbits of the Duke 
of Sutherland’s breed by an enthusiastic amateur. Surely this 
is the culmination of the folly ! 

Several of the principal Japanese merchants have offered the 
Government 7,000 rios for erecting an hospital at Yokohama. 
Afterwards the institution is to be supported by Government. 
They have each been presented with a silver cup as a reward for 
their benevolence. 

The vicissitudes of Japanese noblemen of the ancien régime 
willsome day probably furnish an interesting subject of enquiry. 
One the ex-Daimois has, we learn, wisely adapted himself to the 
provressive order of the day, and has turned his attention to the 
production of potted milk. We are told that his “ brand” is in 
good repute among consumers. 

The usual sale of racing ponies is advertised. The number of- 
fered for sale is, it would seem, largely in excess of those which 
have been hitherto sold on the breaking up of the stables at the 
close of the Spring meeting ; on the other hand, however, the rac- 
ing circle of Yokohama has become greatly enlarged, and the 
stables have grown proportionately. We learn that Mr. Jatfray 
proposes to hold periodical sales of horses, vehicles, &c., an ar- 
rangement which we conceive will be found largely to accommo- 
date the public. 

It is stated that the reception accorded by the Viceroy of 
Chihli to H. E. Soyejima, Ambassador to the Court of China, 
was of unusual splendour. A magnificent entertainment was 
offered to him by the Viceroy. 

Another large fire is reported from Osaka, on the Sth ult., in 
which about five hundred houses were burnt. 

The medical department of the Japanese army has been abo- 
lished. 

The ironclad Iron Duke has gone to Yokoska to be dry- 
docked. 

The following paragraphs are from the Japon. Herald :— 

Another wise reform has been inaugurated by the Tenno, the 
principal provisions of which are given below. Hitherto the 
chiefs of the several Bureaus have been allowed to exercise their 
own discretion in the management of the business of the depart- 
ments, so long as they did not expend more than the fixed allow- 
ance. For the future the Government, consisting of his Majesty, 
the Daijo Daijin (Prime Minister), and the Sanji (Privy Coun- 
cillors), will themselves legislate on the following matters :—In- 
ternal Policy, Municipal Law, Rewards and Punishments, 
Revenue and Taxation, Supply, Paper Money and its Current 
Value, Issue of Bank Notes, Public Debt, Weights and Measures, 
Boundaries, Regulations of Fu and Ken, Change of Names of 
Districts, &e., Opening or Closing of Ports, Postal Arrangements, 
Repairs of Heoiuls, Measurement of Distances, Circuits of Judges, 
Railways, Telecraphs and Lighthouses, Military Reform, Stand- 
ing Army, Militia, Barracks, Military Depots, &., Criminal 
Law, Power of Judges, &., Foreign Treaties, Official Appoint- 
ments, &e, The Sanji are to make periodical visits to all parts 
of the country, to see that the laws are properly observed, and 
the departments properly administered. This reform has, we 
understand, given no little dissatisfaction to the department 
chiefs, many of whom, it is reported, contemplate resignation in 
consequence, Tn order to secure their co-operation, it will pro- 
bably be necessary to make them, ev offe‘o, Privy Councillors, 
aud thus give them a voice in the Government. 

Several libel cases have recently been tried before Mr. Hannen. 
They were--W. P. Kent (Japan Gacette) e We CG. Howell 
(Jupan Mail), F. V. Dickins v. Kent, Vernede, and Anglin 
(Japan Gavette), and W, P. Kent x. F. V. Dickins. In theatri- 
cal parlance the proceedings, in spite of its being mail day, drew 
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a full house. There was much personal feeling excited by the 
parties, as is usual in cases of this nature, pan pen very con- 
flicting evidence given on matters of fact, about ich there 
ought not to have been any material variation of statement. 
Finally the three cases collapsed. The first, Kent v. Howell, was 
withdrawn on defendant promising not to publish in his mail 
issue a letter complained of by the plaintiff ; the second, Kent v. 
Dickins, by the Judge refusing to commit; and the third, 
Dickins 7, Kent and others, being withdrawn at the suggestion 
of the Court. 

It is clear that the new era of merciful laws and moderate 
punishments has not yet dawned upon Japan. The fourteen 
priests who were arrested for being implicated in the recent in- 
surrection, and even accused of originating it, are now being put 
to the torture, to extort confession. Beating with split bamboos 
until paralysis sets in ; making the victim kneel on sharpened 
triangular pieces of wood, and piling stones on his knees, racking 
and burning the moxa, are some of the means used to extort the 
truth, and doubtless one or more of the above methods is now 
being used on the poor fellows in the gaols in Yechizen. Those 
who hoped to see the era of mercy and the abolition of the bloody 
code of Japan—compared to which Draco’s was mild—during 
the ahi year, will doubtless be very much disappointed. 

The latest natural curiosities picked up in Japan are a monster 
crab containing pearls (!) in its interior, and a gigantic seal nine 
feet one inch long, and weighing 1,916 Ibs.

NAGASAKI. 

Dates from this port extend to the 25th May ; the) P. and O. 
mail from London, April 4, was received on the 23rd May. 
The Vaugasuki Express gives the following items of news :— 

The interval has been an extremely prolific one in furnishing 
idle and unfounded rumours amongst the natives, particular! 
those relating to the introduction of reactionary movements. 
sorts of imaginary Satsuma edicts and instructions to Satsuma 
men resident here have been ingeniously manufactured, only to 
be contradicted in an hour or so afterwards. 

A severe shock of earthquake was felt on the evening of the 
23rd May, and caused many to give preference to the streets as a 
place of safety rather than remain indoors, The duration of the 
vibration from the commencement is generally considered to 
have been nearly a minute, and appeared to gradually increase. 
It was succeeded by another shock twenty minutes later, but the 
second one was less violent. In the opinion of both the natives 
and foreigners, the shock was by far the most severe yet felt at 
this port during the past ten years. 

The 24th May being the fifty-fourth anniversary of the birth 
of Queen Victoria the Japancse Government battery honoured 
the occasion in a befitting manner by firing a Royal salute at 
noon. Although numerous in these seas the entire absence of 
I.B.M.’s vessels from this port has to be noted, as the present 
year is the first one during the past ten that not even a diminu- 
tive gun-boat has been here to respond to the civilities of the 
Japanese. The number of British merchant vessels in port 
limited the display of flags to three vessels only. In the evenin 
the British Consulate was illuminated in a brilliant and tastefu 
manner, and H.B.M.'s Consul entertained at dinner a consider- 
able number of guests. 

Probably owing to the low price ruling for rice recently, the 
native farmers in this vicinity have considerably increased the 
area of land usually devoted by them to the cultivation of wheat 
and barley. ‘This season a very marked increase in the quantity 
of these cereals is noticeable, and the country people have been 
busy during the past week in gathering in a very plentiful 
harvest. 

The screw steamer WMowtun, now owned by a Japanese com- 
pany at Kurume, which has recently had extensive repairs done 
to her by Messrs. Boyd and Co., of this port, has had a suc- 
cessful trial trip. During the time she has been laid up she has 
been fitted with a new propeller, designed by Mr. W. J. Wil- 
liams, the present engincer of the vessel, which we are informed 
has increased ber speed by two knots. Her speed on the trip 
indicated by the patent log was 10} knots; the engines making 
on an average sixty-six revolutions per minute. 

It is reported that the Japanese mail steamer Jfanju-maru, 
which left this port on the lith inst. for Osaka, vic the inter- 
mediate ports, ran over a rock near Simonoseki. Th; damage

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 1st 
June ; no later mail from London had arrived out, but the 
P. and O. mail of April 18 was due the day this mail left. The 
following items of news are from the orth China Herald :— 


The Silk Guild are at least persistent in their endeavour to 
arrange trade according to their own ideas, Our readers will 
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recall she communication from the Guild to the Chamber of 
Comrfx. : which we published on the 17th. We have now two 
other détuments, overriding, apparently, all former communica- 
tions, and announcing authoritatively the rules on which, only, 
dealers will in future do business. The elaborate system of in- 
quisition andof fines approaches the old Co-hong system of Canton. 

Our Tientsin correspondent says there is nothing of any im- 
portance to note, either there or at Peking. The report which 
‘was so current among the Chinese in Shanghai seems to have 
been a pure fiction, as everything is perfectly tranquil. The 
Japanese Minister had, up to latest advices, had no interview 
with Prince Kung, who is on the sick list ; neither do we hear 
that the Dutch Minister has visited the Tsung-li-yamen. Rain is 
wanted, both to water the crops and to settle the windy weather, 
of which there has lately been an unusual deal. The weather is 
now pretty hot during the daytime, but at night it is cool.

pying two days. The indictment contained 18 counts, which 
may be summarised as follows :—1, 7, 13: Larceny as a servant 
of the Emperor of China of Haikwan, Tls. 1,979, on 5th of Janu- 
ary, 1873; H. Tls. 2,217, on 7th of February, 1873; and H. 
Tis, 1,141 on 5th of March, 1873. 2, 8, 14: Embezzlement as a 
servant of Robert Hart, of the above sums on the said dates. 
3, 9, 15 : Common Larceny of the same sums on the same dates, 
the property of the Emperor of China. 4, 10, 16: Common 
Larceny on the same dates as the property of R. Hart. 5, 11, 
17: Larceny as a servant of the Emperor of China of a valuable 
security, viz. a money order, on the dates above-mentioned. 
6,12, 18: Embezzlement as a servant of R. Hart of a valuable 
security, viz., a money order, on the dates above-mentioned. 
The jury returned a verdict of Guilty on the Ist, 7th, and 13th 
counts, and the Chief Judge sentenced the accused to two years’ 
imprisonment. 

e finding of the jury in this case decides a question of some 
importance. The Chief Judge, in his charge to the jury, clearly 
stated that in order to bring in a verdict of guilty they must be 
of opinion that the prisoner and Mr. Dick were the servants of 
the Emperor of China. It has frequently been maintained that 
Mr. Hart even could not be recognised as a servant of the Go- 
vernment, and as for his subordinates, the time is not so distant 
when they were considered as Mr. Hart’s servants, to be engaged 
and dismissed by him at pleasure. Undoubtedly public opinion 
with regard to the status has undergone a considerable change, 
and it is not improbable that a few years ago the prisoner would 
have been acquitted on technical grounds, so faras the three 
counts on which the prosecution relied are concerned. 

The first meetings of the new Municipal Council have been held. 
Mr. Fearon has been elected chairman and Mr. Wetmore Vice- 
Chairman of the Council. 

On the 24th May the offices of the British Consulate were 
closed, the ships in the harbour were dressed, and salutes were 
fired at noon, in honour of the Queen’s birthday. 

A race has been pulled between two cutters of the U.S.S. 
Hartford, one manned from that vessel and one from the U.S.S. 
Troguois. It was won by the former. 

e Shanghai Yacht Club contemplate an excursion to the 
Si-tai lake. A number of yachts are expected to start, and racing 
will no-doubt be frequent if not continuous.

Our Kiukiang correspondent writes, on the 28th May :—The 
weather has been remarkably dry for this season of the year, and 
there are grave apprehensions of a drought unless rain falls copi- 
ously before long. The officials have been praying for rain for 
the“¢, fortnight, and on Saturday last, as prophesied by the gods, 
rai 41, but only for a few hours, whilst we require weeks of 
rain to be of any use to the rice crops now ready to be trans- 

lanted. The sale of all living animals, &c., for consumption, 
been prohibited for some time. 

The native traders are greatly amused at what they look upon 
as sheer imbecility, in the two steamer companies trying to ruin 
one another by carrying freight for next to nothing.

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THE LOSS OF THE “DRUMMOND CASTLE.” 

We have received a copy of the Vorth China Daily News of the 
2nd June, from which we extract the following account of the 
loss of the steamer Drummond Castle. It will be seen that it 
reports the captain, officers, and a large part of the crew as lost ; 
but our readers have already been made aware by a telegram 
published in our issue of the 9th ult. that all on board were 
eventually saved :— 

News of the total loss of the steamer Drummond Castle, of Messra. 
Skinner and Co.’s “Castle Line,” has been received at Shanghai by the 
American steamer Ping-on. From the statement of the survivors it 
appears that she left Hankow with a valuable cargo of tea on the 28th 
May, and sighted Woosung at six o’cluck on the morning of the 30th. 
All went well on board during the early part of the night, but, in conse- 
quence of a very thick fog, Captain Macltitchie remained on the bridge, 
and the course of the vessel was shaped along the coast. At about 
2.30 a.m. on the 31st, while steaming at the rate of ten or eleven knots an 
hour, the island of Chinsan was sighted just ahead, and immediate 
orders were given to put the helm hard up. The ship answered her 
helm but slightly, and soon afterwards was, by the force of a strong 
current, carried bows on to the rocks, and, it is supposed, ripped her 
plates open along one side for a considerable distance. Orders were 
given to stop the engine: and, on the ship sheering into the current, 
the captain gave further orders to go ahead slowly, but almost im- 
mediately it was discovered that the forecastle was filled with water, 
and the vessel rapidly sinking. At the time the ship struck 
nearly all the crew had turned in, and the survivors seem some- 
what at a loss to know what followed, beyond the bare fact that they 
had hardly time to reach the deck and get out the boats before 
the vessel began to go down. It is stated that Captain MacRitchie 
remained at his post on the bridge, giving orders with reference to 
the bvats, till within a few moments of the ship sinking ; and 
that the officers generally did all that was possible to save tho 
ship. Orders were given to work the pumps, but the steamer was 
soon found to be settling down so rapidly that any such means of 
saving her were considered hopeless. Two boata were got out in the 
meantime ; three of the crew got into one and fourteen into the other. 
The ship went down directly, before the officers and the rest of the 
crew had time to make any attempt to save their lives, but the boats 
remained close by in the hope of picking up any who might lay hold 
of loose spars, &c. Soon afterwards they divided their crews, nine (in- 
cluding the boatswain) being put in one, and eight (including the second 





mate, Whose name we could not learn) in the other. The boat under 
the command of the boatswain made fast to the ship’s mast, which re- 
mained above water, while the other drifted away, and was lost sight 
of in the fog. 

At about seven o'clock, the fog having lifted, a steamer was observed 
approaching in the distance, which was afterwards found to be the 
Ping-on. The nine men were taken aboard, and landed here. They 
report that about daybreak a junk was observed some distance off with 
a boat in tow, which they believed was the only other boat launched, 
and contained the second mate ; Mr. W. Youngson, a passenger ; Henry 
Pierce, seaman, Alfred Flint, seaman, and four others, whose names 
they did not know. The course of the junk was shaped for Ningpo, 
and the gunboat Salamis, which has been lying for some weeks in the 
harbour, has been despatched to their relicf and to look after the 
wreck. 





HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 7th June; the French mail from 


London, April 25, was received on the 3rd June. The following 
items of news are from the China Mail :-— 


One of the principal social events of the fortnight has been the 
marriage of the Hon. Chief Justice Smale to Miss Clara Janson, 
daughter of the late Halsey Janson, Esq., of Stamford Hill. The 
marriage was solemnised at the Cathedral on the 31st May, and 
was of a most quiet and simple character. The only friends at 
the altar were his Excellency the Governor (who gave the lady 
away), Lady and Miss Kennedy, the Hon. J. Pauncefote, A.G., 
Captain O'Callaghan, A.D.C., and Mr. Peter G. Laurie. There 
was a large gathering to witness the ceremony. 

A meeting of shareholders of the Hong Kong Fire Insurance 
Company took place on the 26th May, present :— Honourable 
James Whittall in the chair, Messrs, 5. D. Sassoon, Burrows, 
Greig, Adams, H. Smith, Coxon, Sage, Notley, Rowett, Fair- 
brain, Chater, Da Silva, Hayliar, Weller, ‘Ryrie, Linstead, 
Robinson, Belilios, Vaucher, &c. The following special resolutions 
were unanimously carried. 

Proposed by M. Rowett, scconded by Mr. Linstead :—Whereas it is 
expedient that the number of shares to be held or represented by the 
shareholders present at the ordinary general mcctings of the company 
and at extraordinary general mcetings convened by the general ma- 
nagers should be one hundred instead of five hundred as heretofore. 
Resolved that the word “ Five” in the clauses numbered 66 and 67 of 
the Articles of Association of the Company be struck out and expunged, 
and that the word “ One” be substituted in lieu and exclusion thereof. 

Proposed by Mr. Sassoon and seconded by Mr. Burrows :—Resvolved, 
that Article No. 78 of the Regulations of the Company be struck out 
and expunged from the Articles of Association, and that an Article in 
the words following be substituted in lieu and exclusion thereof, that 
is to say :—‘ At every adjournment there shall be present the same 
number of shareholders as provided for in respect of the original 
mecting.” 

We learn upon the best authority that the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation have very liberally made an ar- 
rangement whereby they share the loss incurred by Messrs.

Mr. G. W. Caine, lately Her Majesty’s Consul at Hankow, has, 
we learn, been arrested at Sydney, New South Wales, on a war- 
rant from the Supreme Court, Shanghai, and is now on his way 
to that port to undergo his trial in connection with grave irregu- 
larities in his accounts while in charge at Hankow. 

The Hon. J. M. Peebles, late United States Consul at Trelizon, 
has arrived here from New Zealand. He is on a tour round the 
world, gathering materials for a volume on the Customs and Re- 
gions of Polynesia and Asia. He is accompanied by Dr. Dunn. 

Captain Dean, the Superintendent of Police, has gone away 
on leave of absence to the North of China or Japan. Mr. Creagh, 
the Deputy Superintendent, is his locum tenens. 

The Home Government has refused to sanction any expendi- 
ture from the special fund towards the erection of lighthouses. 

The German barque Lebeccu has brought on to Hong Kong 
five of the crew of the schooner Defiance, of Sydney, N.S.W., 
wrecked on 25th January last. 

It is said that new Chinese Arsenals are to be established at 
Canton and Chefoo.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 15th 
June ; the French mail from London, May 9, arrived out on 
the 8th June. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

There has not been much of interest to summarise during the 
fortnight. The time of the eae Council has been mainly 
occupied in committee on the Courts Bill, which has undergone 
very material amendment in the introduction of new sections to 
increase the patronage of the lawyers, in compensation for the 
restrictive powers given to the Courts in the taxing of lawyers’ 
fees. There was some debate on these clauses, the Hon. Thomas 
Scott taking a stand against their admission, but his objections 
were overweighted by the arguments urged by the Chief Justice, 
the Governor, and the Colonial Secretary, on the side of the 
lawyers, and the sections passed the committee. At the meeting 
on the 12th June, the Hon. W. R. Scott, who was formerly an 
unofticial member of Council, but resigned on account of business 
cares, again took his seat, having been provisionally reappointed. 
Thus it will be seen that though two unofficial members have 
tatren leave and gone to Europ, the interests of the community 

sont stl be well looked after.

A telegram of the 5th June informs us that Sig;’ ndrew 
Clarke, of the Royal Engineers, has been appointed &. Harry 
Ord’s successor as Governor of this colony. An almost incredible 
rumour reaches us to the effect that Sir Andrew has been spe- 
cially instructed to fortify Singapore at the Colony’s expense, and 
that he has been authorised to spend for this purpose two to three 
hundred thousand dollars. If this.be so, as we trust it is not, 
we can only promise his Excellency the most uncompromising 
opposition to, if not flat mutiny and rebellion against, such ini- 
quitous and tyrannical folly. 

The Netherlands Indian Government have issued a proclama- 
tion declaring a strict blockade of the Kingdom of Atchin and 
all its dependencies, but the fact has not yet been officially made 
public here. To enable the blockading vessels to remain on the 
Sumatra coast, the Dutch have established a coaling station at 
Deli, and a number of tongkangs have been recently purchased 
here and towed down to that port, to facilitate the landing or 
shipment of coals. This blockade of the entire coast, thus 
closing the pepper ports, does not say much for the good faith of 
the Dutch towards English traders who are interested in that 
trade, who were assured at the outset that every facility would 
be afforded for its development. Our own local Government, 
true to its policy of inaction as interpreted by the present Go- 
vernor, remains perfectly apathetic, and very probably the block- 
ade of the entire coast of Atchin may be established before the 
fact is officially announced here, whereby the interests and pro- 
perty of British subjects may be jeopardised. 

An enormous male tiger, measuring ten feet six inches from 
nose to tip of tail, has been killed by a spring gun, at Soonghie 
Papan, near the Johore river, and brought to Johore ru. 
Round the neck the brute measured three feet, and he was evi- 
dently a man-eater, as several Chinamen had been lately killed 
in the locality in which he was caught. From his appearance 
he was a very old tiger. Had he been brought in alive the 
hunter would have got $100 from the Maharajah, but being dead 
he only gets $50. 

An outrage has been committed by two soldiers of the 10th 
Regiment. They unceremoniously entered the house of a Por- 
tuguese family, whereupon the women, who were sitting in the 
lower room, took flight up-stairs. The soldiers attempted to 
follow, but were stopped by the men in the house, and quietly 
asked to leave. Instead of doing so, the soldiers deliberately 
shut the doors, and took off their belts to use as weapons, but bc- 
fore they could make use of them the neighbours rushed in and 
gave the two ruffians a sound beating, after which they were 
given in charge to the police. We understand they were so se- 
verely punished that it was deemed advisable to send them to 
hospi We trust a few examples like this will have a good 
effect. 

The number of sailing ships in our harbour is less than we rc- 
member to have seen for many years, and the few that do come 
find ready employment at remunerative rates. We presume the 
empty appearance of our roadstead is in a great measure due to 
the fact that steamers have very largely entered into the local 
carrying trade formerly performed by sailing ships, and our ship- 
ping reports will show that the number of steamers of all sizes 
entering aud leaving this port is by no means inconsiderable ; 
and as their voyages are rapid and therefore very frequent, we 
think it will be found that the tonnage of the port has greatly 
increased, and that the steamers have built up, as it were, a trade 
for themselves, the requirements of which they are now unable 
fully to meet. As an illustration, the regular line between this 
‘and Penang, which formerly ran only one small steamer every 
fortnight, has nvw three vessels of 300 to 400 tons, and the ser- 
vice is performed regularly three times a fortnight. 

Both the P. and O. and the Messageries Maritimes Companies 
are just now performing the mail services very rapidly ; the 
last French mail was delivered in Singapore on its 30th day 
from London, and this time has been equalled by the P. and 
O. steamer bringing on the mail of the 16th May, which left 
Penang on the 13th June. The average passage of the mails 
now would appear to be about thirty-one days. 

The Governor and Lady Ord returned to Singapore on the 
1lth June, after a visit of a week to the Maharajah of Johore.

IMPORTS. 


Yoxkouama.—Business had been more active. Importers, finding no 
likelihood of a reaction, were meeting, to some extent, the offers of the 
native traders, who on their parts had probably been induced to specu- 
late by the low prices at which they could purchase. Importers were 
necessarily losing very heavily, since there was scarcely an article which 
afforded a bare inargin, and many presented a serious loss. Some large 
parcels were being forced on the market, and no recovery was expected, 
so long as these compulsory sales continued. The tone of trade here 
was apparently weaker, while accounts from the Outports were of a 
most unsatisfactory character. Cottons and Cotton Yarns: A very fair 
trade in Shirtings, comparatively, had been done, and a large quantity 
of Yarns had changed hands, but Turkey-Reds, Chintzes, and Cotton 
Italian Cloth were returned at very inadequate prices, involving in each 
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case loss. Woollens and Woollen Mixtures: The business had been 
again most unsatisfactory, involving, in some transactions, a disastrous 
loss. Mousselines were being cleared out, but the stocks were reported 
as conganing enormously heavy. Iron and Metals : A moderate amount 
of bust.s had been done at quotations subjuined. Quotations : Cot- 
ton Piece Goods : GE Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs. 384 yds. 39 in., $2.22 to 
2.24 per piece ; 8 Ibs., 44 do., 45 in. $2 50 to 2.524 ; 8 lbs., 4 to 8 Ibs. 
6 do., $2.524 to 2.58 ; 9 Ibs. do. 44 in., $2.95 to 2.98. Turkey Reds, 
24 yds. 30 in. 24 Ibs., $0.874 to 0.95 per lb; Velvets (Black), 35 yds. 
22 in., $8.50 to 9.50; Taffachelass (double weft), 12 yds. 43 in., $2.40 
to 2.65. Cotton Yarns, Nos. 16 to 24, $39 to 40.25 per picul ; Nos. 28 
to 32, $42.50 to 44; Nos, 38 to 42, $42 to 45.  Woullens and 
Woollen Mixtures: Camlets (Black), $14.50 to 15; Do. Scarlet, $18 
to 18.50 ; Lastings, 30 yds. $13 to 14.

Hankow.—The transactions in Piece Goods had been on a small 
scale, but money having become more plentiful a better feeling was 
likely to set in. Grey Shirtings: Sales of all weights limited, and 
prices declining ; 7 Ibs., Tls. 1.60 to 1.64; 8} 1bs., Tls. 1.86 to 1.93 ; 
9? lbs., Ts. 2.32 to 2.52. T-Clothsin small request at a slight decline ; 
7 Iba., Tls. 1.38 to 1.52 ; 8 Ibs., Tis. 1.60 to 1.73 per piece. Woollens 
and Worsteds: The only change had been in Long Ells, Scarlet having 
improved five candareens. Figured Orleans: Former values main- 
tained, but demand limited. Lead: An advance quoted, closing firm 
at Ts. 5.50 to 5.55 per picul. 


SHancHal.—Cottonus : During the interval there had been a dull 
dragging market, with a decline in the value of must articles of import. 
Almost daily sales by public auction of Goods in a mildewed state were 
taking place, much to the injury of the trade in Sound Govds. The 
presence of mildew seemed to be a3 great as ever, and it may be re- 
marked that not only in Grey Shirtings was it extensively met with, 
but in the heavier goods imported, viz., Drills, Jeans and Sheetings. 
The loss on such was very serious. Hulders of Grey Shirtings generally 
had not been anxious to sell at current low rates, but still a fair quan- 
tity of both 7 and 84 lbs. goods had been disposed of. Heavy Shirtings 
had attracted very little attention, and rates are nominal. White 
Shirtings also met with very smallinquiry. The best makes of Mexican 
T-Cloths were inquired for, but at rates that had not led to much busi- 
ness. The commoner makes could only be suld at a heavy sacrifice. 
Drills had been dispose'l of to a considcrable extent ata further decline, 
Jeans had been in trifling demand, but seme fair sales of Shevtings 
were reported ; a good many, however, much mildewed, sold at the low 
price of Tls. 2.4.0. Fancy Cottons : With the exception of sume small 
sales of Cotten Lastings, Dyed Brocades, and Dyed Datnasks, suitable 
for Hankow, there had been few transactions, Woollens : Figured 
Orleans, of Tientsin patterns, had been in fair inquiry, demand being 
more for price than quality. Assorted Plain Orleans were alxo in 
demand at lower rates. Scarlet Long Ells were firmer, and would ad- 
vance. Spanish Stripes were quiet, but firmer.* Assorted Lastings 
were wanted at a slight advance, and stocks were lower. The business, 
however, as a whole, was small, as is usual at this season of the year. 
Meatals: Lead: Business restricted by firmness of holders, cash price of 
L.B. Tis. 5.50 to 5.55. Iron: Nailroad: No business done, importers 
remaining too firm in their demands. 

Foocuow.—In imports there had becn more doing. Sales had been 
—Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., 500 pieces at $2.35 per piece; do., 8} lbs., 
900 at $2.70 to 2.75; T-Cloths, 7 lbs., 1,600 at 32-30 to 2.60 ; do, 
7 1bs., 1,250 at $2.05 to 2.11; do., 6} lbs., 500 at $1.80. 

Eioxc Kono.—The depression had become more intense. Importers 
hadll shown considerable anxiety to effect sales, and had further weakened 
the market without being able to dispose of more than small quantities 
of goods, as dealers were too much afraid of a further decline to operate 
to any extent. 7 Ib. fine T-Cloths and Drills were the only goods for 
which any demand at all existed ; Yarns were lower. 

Canton.—Lead was not in much demand. L.B. and such brands 
were quoted $7.70 to 7.75, and W.B.$7.90 to 8 per picul. Quitksilver : 
Buyers at $120 to 121 per picul, Hong Kong terns. 

BaTavii.—The Piece Goods market had continued in the most de- 
pressed state ; there had been no change of any importance, sales being 
almost impracticable, even at a reduction on quoted rates, and the 
total of transactions had been insignificant to an extent almost unpre- 
cedented at this season of the year, consequently quotations were quite 
nominal. 





EXPORTS.

TEA. 

Yoxouama.—A marked improvement in the supply of New Crop 
Teas had been apparent, affecting prices to a considerable degree. Par- 
cels which at the opening brought from $56 to 60 had been readily sold 
at $50 to 53, with a fair amount offering at those rates; and near the 
close a greater anxiety to realise had become manifest, and rates had 
even further receded. Total settlements 2,500 piculs new crop, repre- 
senting about 6,000 half-chests. In old crop there was nothing special 
to report ; stocks here and in Yedo were rather large considering the 
perioggof the season. 

i Butane, May 28tT#.—Black: The market opened on 15th May, 
and 12 chops changed hands, at Tls. 37 to 304. 140 chops in all had 
arrived, equal to 35,000 chests. 

Hankow.— Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co. report :—Our last 
was dated 20th inst., since when a large business has been transacted 
in Tea, settlements amounting to 58,462 chests, 79,329 half-chests, 
3.332 boxes. The total business, however, since the opening, taking 


same number of days, shows a considerable reduction as compared with ' 


last year, viz. :—1$73, 72,850 chests, 100,906 half-chests, 3,849 boxes ; 
1872, $2,526 chests, 141,644 half-chests, 58,200 boxes. The difference 
arises chiefly from the late arrivals of the Ningchows, the first of which 
were not put on the market till the 21st inst. The Oopacks have been 
nearly all bought up, stock at present on offer consisting almost en- 
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' tirely of Ningchows. Among these some of the “Crack” chops are 
‘ very fine, but taking the crop as a whole we think it inferior to last 
: year’s, some of the lower grades having apparently been mixed with 
other district leaf. Of the Hankow Teas the preference must be given 
to the Oonfars, they are strong in cup, and the better of them are full 
of quality, the Cheong-sow-kyes are also very fine, and rank next to the 
Oonfars. There are only a few arrivals, so far, from Soong-yong and 
Toong-shan ; we make them quite equal to last years, and the same 
applies to the Yung-low-toongs, and also the Lee-lings, Ping-kongs, and 
other Oonam district Teas. The P. and O. steamer Venetia left on the 
24th inst., about five a.m., with 2,107,580 Ibs. on board, and was fol- 
lowed on the following morning about the same time by the Agamem- 
non, carrying 2,541,682 lbs. ‘The Drummond Castle and Gordon Castle 
are expected to get away about the 28th and 29th. The total settle- 
ments are—53,462 chests, 79,329 half-chests, 3,322 boxes. 

Suancual.—Black : No business. Green : No business reported, nor 
had any further receipts taken place during the fortnight. The unsold 
stock of all kinds comprised 1,085 half-chesta. 

Foocuow.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular says :—We have now 
to report arrivals of new-crop Congous from all the nearer districts, 
principally Soey Cuts, Yung Hows, Packling and Ching Wo kinds. We 
have also a limited number of chops of Ankoi character from districts 
rather further removed than those above mentioned. In the absence 
of high-country kinds, as Kaisows, Soo Moos, Sinchunes, &c., which 
form a large proportion of the crop, we are unable to give (a definite 
report on the quality. At the moment we are only able to say that, as 
a rule, the leaf shows an improvement in make as compared with last 
season’s growth from same districts. The quality of the liquor seems 
about the same as last year's, though in point of strength we fear that 
many parcels in this crop are somewhat inferior. As however only a 
limited nuinber of districts have yet sent us musters, we hope that this 
thinness may not prove to be general throughout the crop; indeed, 
there are already many exceptions, and the few musters sent out to-day 
of the latest arrivals are mostly stronger than those previously shown. 
These Teas appear—by the small musters—to have been packed very 
much cleaner than has been the rule for some years past, and we hope 
that this may be confirmed when the bulk is turned out for examina- 
tion, Altogether there are about 50,000 chests of Congou now in stock, 
and continual additions are being made to this amount; but we 
have not as yet received any Souchongs, Ooloongs, or Scented Teas. It 
is said that the market for Ovloong leaf was opened at about Tls. 7 
under last year's prices, but that subsequently some advance took place. 
We hope for a better quality of scent in this season's Scented Teas, as 
the Flower used is said to be both plentiful and cheap. 

AMoy.—Musters were arriving very slowly, and the entire quantity 
of Tea thus far received was only about 2,400 half-chests Congou and 
800 half-chests Ooloong. The Congous were thought to be equal in 
quality to those of last season, but the Ooloongs, judging from the few 
samples offered, did not appear to be as good, being deficient in strength 
and wanting in fire. 

Canton. —Messrs. Deacon and Co. report as follows :—In consequence 
of the various shipments under contract and purchases made privately, 
there is an absence of the usual excitement prevalent at the opening of 
our Tea market. The settlements reported below show a large aggre- 
gate, but include many parcels already shipped, and there is at the close 
no great eagerness manifested by buyers generally to be imterested. 
Congous have not been purchased. Scented Teas are a decidedly pre- 
ferable crop to that of last scason, being much cleaner, more free from 
extraneous admixture and better scented. Of Orange Pekoes, finest 
grades have been taken at Tls. 28 to 32, much on the same basis as last 
year, while medium long leaf sorts at Tls. 23 to 24 are about Tls. 8 
cheaper; in “new make” sorts, there have been settlements at Ts. 173 
to 184. Of Capers, finest and fancy parcels have realised full prices, 
; while the medium to fine at Tls. 23 to 26 are Tis. 1 to 2 under opening 
! quotations of last season ; in the lower qualities, no business has been 
reported, and Teamen find difficulty in inducing attention to adulterated 
chops. Canton Greens: Gunpowders maintain their value, but the 
greater portion is for shipment to Australia, Of Young Hyson, a few 
small lots have found buyers at Tis. 19 to 24 per picul. 4 


SILK. 

YoronaMa.—Settlements had been about 300 bales of Hanks, 150 of 
Oshiu, and 50 of other sorts, in all 500 bales, making a total since the 
beginning of the scason of 13,900 bales. | There had been scarcely any 
change in prices. Stocks in the interior were far from exhausted ; but 
at current low rates holders were unwilling to bring fresh supplies to 
the market. The stock, consisting chiefly of common and inferior 
grades, was reduced to about 700 bales. The crop is reported to be pro- 
gressing favourably. 

SHANGHAI.—No business had been done. With regard to the new 
crop everything appeared to have gone well, and the quantity likely to 
: be available for export was estimated at 65,000 to 70,000 bales. The 
| Chinese repoited the opening of the markets at Linghoo and Nanzing, 
: where a few bales had been taken at the parity of about Tls. 370 for 
| Red Peacocks, and Tls. 475 to 489 for best chop No. 3 Tsatlee; but 
that, owing to the receipt of unfavourable news regarding the European 

crop, prices had advanced, and business had consequently been chicked. 
At present only hank musters had reached this porn. : 
1 Canxtox.—No settlements of Tsatlee Reel had been made. Chinamen 
‘continued firm in their demands, and it is reported that “country 
prices” had somewhat advanced, For No. 4 Tsatlee, $390 per picul. 
; was wanted. Qn the other hand, Foreigners were holding out fora 
' considerable reduction on prices asked, and showed no hasty desire to 
‘commence operating. The stuck was gradually being added to, and 
, holders must necessarily, in time, come to more reasonable terms. The 
quality generally was unsatisfactory, and a large portion of the stock 
, was composed of undesirable staple. If native reports were to be 
| believed an unusnally large quantity was being taken for Chinese con-

THE SETTLEMENT OF THE AUDIENCE QUESTION.—RE- 
CEPTION OF THE FOREIGN MINISTERS AT PEKING. 
(RevtTer's TELEGRAMS.) 

Prine, Jury 1.—The Ministers of England, Russia, America, France, 
and the Netherlands were received in audience fur the first time by the 
Emperor of China on the 29th of June. The Japanese Ambassador was 
received first and separately. M. de Vlangali, the Minister of Russia, 
read an address in French, which was tran<lated into Chinese by Herr 
Bismark, the interpreter of the German Legation. Each Minister then 
deposited his credentials on a table in front of the Emperor, who replied 
in the Manchu language to the address read by M. de Vlangali, Prince 
Kung on his knees interpreting his Majesty's answer into Chinese. 
Eight hundred mandaring, including the princes, were present at the 
audience. The members of the ‘I'sung Li Yamen (Foreign Board) 
escorted the Ministers to their chairs. The streets were crowded. Up 
to the present there has been no notice of the ceremony in the Peking 
Gazette. Great dissatisfaction has been expressed by Europeans at the 
wording of the edict granting the audience. M. de Geoffroy, the French 
Minister, at a subsequent interview with the Empcror, on the same 
day, presented a letter on the subject of the Tientsin massacre.

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JU PIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
HENDERSON V, THE COMPTOIR D’ESCOMPTE OF PARIS. 

Judgment in this appeal from a decision of the Supreme Court of 
Hong Kong was given by the Committee—Sir J. Colvile, Sir Barnes 
Peacock, Sir M. Smith, and Sir Robert Collier—on the 16th inst. 

The appellants, C. P. Henderson and Co., are merchants at Manches- 
ter, and the respondents are a French company of bankers, and have a 
branch establishment at Hong Hong. The appellants, by their suit in 
the Supreme Court, prayed that all money recvived by the bankers in 
respect of fifty bales of cloth shipped frum London by Messrs. Hender- 
son to Hong Kong by the ship Ariel, and consigned to Messrs. Lyall, 
Still, and Co. there for realisation, might be paid to them. The respon- 
dents claimed the fifty bales as transferees for valuable consideration, 
without notice of the goods being under an endorsement of the bill of 
lading of the goods in satisfaction of the promissury note given by the 
firm of Lyall, Still, and Co. to secure the due payment of which the bill 
of lading had been so endorsed, and also under their general lien, as 
bankers of the firm of Lyall, Stil, and Co. The bill filed by the ap- 
pellants was dismissed by the Acting Chief Judge of the Supreme 
Court, upon the ground that the respondents had obtained a legal title 
to the goods by the endorsement on the bill of lading and delivery 
thereunder, the learned Judge stating that the real question in the case 
was whether the respundents were guilty of negligence in not discover- 
ing that the bill of lading was not negotiable in its terms, and he was 
of opinion that there was no such negligence. 

Sir Robert Collier gave the judgment of the Committee after their 
Lordships had conferred together. He briefly narrated the facta, and 
said their Lordships, for the reasons he stated, were of opinion that the 
decree of the Supreme Court was right, and they would advise Her 
Majesty that the judgment be affirmed and the appeal be dismissed, 
with costs. 

COURT OF CHANCERY. 
IN RE LEGGATT AND Cu.—IN RE GLEPSTANES AND CO. 

This was an appeal from a decision of Mr. Registrar Brongham, acting 
a3 Chief Judge in Bankruptcy. Messrs. Williain Wallace, Travers Bux- 
ton, and Walter Evans Gledstanes carried on business in London as 
Gledstanes and Co. They stopped payment in August last, and filed a 
liquidation petition on the 27th of Auzust. Messrs. Clement Davidson 
Lezgatt, and Juhn Ross Pugh Legsaitt carried on Iuisiness as Legeatt 
and Co. in London and Bombay. ‘They stopped payment on the 3rd of 
September last, and filed a liquidation petition the sume day. The two 
firms had been engaged in sume joint transactions, consisting partly in 
the shipment of goods from England for sale in India and elsewhere, 


and partly in the purchase of cotton in Bombay for sale in this country. | * Rae : : :

The accounts of the two sets of transactions were kept separately. The 
course of dealing with regard to the homeward shipments of cotton on 
the * joint cotton account” was this: Gicdstanes and Co, issued letters 
of credit to Leggatt and Co., by which they engaged to honour the bills 
of Leggatt and Co. drawn upon them as therein mentioned. Leszzatt 
and Co, then drew bills in Bombay on Gledstanes and Co.. and sold the 
bills to bankers there, and with the proceeds of the bills they purchised 
cotton, which was shipped to England, consigned to Gledstanes and 
Co., for sale by them on the joint account of the two firms. According 
tu the evidence of Mr. Clement Leyzgatt, the understanding and agree- 
ment between the firms was that the shipments of cotton were to be 
specifically appropriated to mect the bills. In the liquidations the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank and other holders of sowe bills drawn in 
this way by Leggatt and Co. on Gledstanes and Co., aud accepted by 
them, claimed to have the proceeds of certain shipments of cotton ap- 
plied specifically in payment of those bills. This was opposed by Messrs. 
G. and H. Dewhurst, of Manchester, cornmission agents, who had been 
employed in making purchases of goods for the outward shipments, and 
who had been admitted to prove ayainst the aggregate joint estate of the 
two firms of Leggatt and Co. and Gledstanes and Co. The Registrar 
admitted the claim of the Dill-holders, and Messrs, Dewhurst new ap- 
pealed. There is another appeal by the Dill-holders, challenging the 
proof of Messrs. Dewhurst. The hearing of this second appeal is not 
yet concluded. 

In giving judgment on the first appeal Lord Justice James decided 
that the Registrar's order must be varied by declaring that the right of 
the bill-holders is subject to the rights of the joint creditors (if there 
are any) of the aggregate of the two firms to have the proceeds of the 
cotton applied as part of the juint estate. 





THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 
(PALL. MALL GAZETTE.) 

Now that the Audience question his been solved and set at rest for 
ever —for this is one of thuse steps which can never be retraced-—we 
may conveniently make a fresh survey of our relations with China. It 
is doubtful whether the Fureign-oflice ever rightly understood the ques- 
tion or appreciated its importance. The actual intercourse that may 
follow with the young Emperor may not amount to much beyond a 
fornnal presentation, and whatever influence may be derived from per- 
sonalg@fumunication is unlikely to make itself felt fur many years to 
comé, Its real importance is to be estimated ly the intlience it ix 
calculated to exercise on the minds of the Chinese subjects of the 
Emperor, both as regards his relation to foreigners and themselves. 
So long as the tradition was maintained that the “Son of Heaven” 
wis a true title for the ruler of China, and that no other ruler 
or Sovereign could claim equality with this King of Kings and 
Supreme Governor of the Universe, it was impursible to treat with the 
people, and still less with the governing. classes, on any footing of 
equality. They wrapped themselves in pride and conceit, and despised 
the Barbarian in their hearts, whatever his power to trample on them 
in return. All this must now give way before the fact, known of all 
men, that the foreign envoys—even the Japanesc—have been admitted 
to the Imperial presence erect, and as representatives of equal and in- 
dependent Sovercigns, with uo kvotuving or genuflectiuns indicative of 
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vassalage, and no tribute with which to purchase acceptance of their 
mission. The Chinese are slow in thought and in action—in both 
somewhat resembling ounselves—but when once they move or thoroughly 
admit an idea, they do so wholly and persistently. How their own 
relations to the Emperor and his Government may be affected by the 
public renunciation of his long-asserted supremacy over all the nations 
of the carth, in virtue of Divine right and descent, it may be hazardous 
to say. And yet we are convinced that some changes must result, and 
they are likely to be neither few nor trivial. How they will affect the 
general position of fureigners, and the bearing of the whole nation to- 
wards them, is another question. In all probability, although radical 
change is inevitable, it will not be very apparent or widely spread at 
first. Already a half-conscious doubt of the validity of the Emperor's 
claims to universal supremacy had sapped the foundations of their mar- 
vellous conceit. This was more especially obvious along the coast and 
wherever Treaty ports brought the mercantile classes of the West and 
East in constant relation with each other. Even the coolie—away 
from the ports—the type of the lower classes, who only occasionally 
encountered foreigners speaking Chinese, was involuntarily led to re- 
gard them as belonging tu a higher order than the traditional “ Kueli- 
tze” or “ Fan-Kwei” of the old Canton days; so that although from 
long habit he could not shape his mouth to call them by any other 
name, he was yet compelled to add an honorific title correspund- 
ing with “Excellency.” And however absurd it may have sounded 
in the ears of the cultured foreigner to be addressed as “ His 
Excellency the Devil,” the combination of epithets was sig- 
nificant, and strongly illustrative of a national change of senti- 
ment which, ag much as anything elxe, has probably contributed to 
the official recognition of the foreign representatives. The solution of 
the Audience question is treated by some of cur contemporaries as a 
great triumph of diplomacy, and as one reflecting great credit on the 
foreign representatives now at Peking. But those who know best what, 
has been long going on in China can only regard it as a natural and 
necessary consequence of all that has gone before. During the nego- 
tiations in 1869 for a revision of treaties, it was well understood by the 
foreign representatives in communication with the Yamen—and of 
course by the British Minister more especially engaged—that when- 
ever the Emperor came to his majority the fitting reception of the 
Diplomatic Corps could not be deferred. That the Chinese should 
deter the hour of sacrifice as long as they could was only natural, A 
man may be willing te die or to-be executed, but he does not usually 
ha-ten his steps toward the scatfuld. The Chinese as a nation, as well 
as the more intelligent of the ruling and official classes, have long seen 
that there was a power in Western civilization to which they could offer 
no effective resistance. They have been slow in giving any public mani- 
festation of this conviction, but it has been growing ever since the last 
war, Which gave the allies possession of Peking, and destroyed with the 

From 
that day to this they have turned their thoughts, and nearly all their 
energies, to the creation of arsenals, dockyards, and disciplined troops, 
after the model of the West. Krupp’s guns arm the ‘Taku Forts, and 
have taken the place of gingalls, umtchlocks, and partizans, or bows 
aud arrows, Armour-plated steam frigates and gunbeats, built in their 
own dock yards, now guard their cousts, and are navigated in some cases 
exclusively by their own people, after a course of European instruction. 
Drilled regiments arined with brecchloaders and Chassepots are rapidly 
inereasing in number, These are the first-fruits of the lesson they re- 
ecived on the last occasion when they measured their strength with 
ours, Let us not deceive ourselves. They, like us, know better now 
than then, They are sccking to master the seeret of our superiority in 
war, and possess themselves of it fur future use. 

Although we cannet look with any hopefuluess upon such enterprices 
to hasten the pace of the Chinese, and even doubt the desirability of 
success, We are not the less satistied that, now the Audience question no 
longer stops the way, the Chinese Court and authorities generally will 
open their eyes to many things they have hitherto been determined 
not to see. Weare equally assured, that once they do Jook facts fairly in 
the face, there is nothing to fear as te the result ; and shaft, wire, and 
rail, will all be at work no lony time after. 











Is the House of Lords the Eurl of Airlie has asked the Government 
whether any representations had been made to the Government of 
Spain with respect to the importation of coolies from China into 
Cuba, and he read the correspondence respecting the Macao coolie 
trule and the steuner Matekoy which had recently been presented 
to the House, and which was summarised in our last issue. Karl 
Granville said that the noble lord: need uot make any apology for 
having brought this subject under the notice of the House. It was 
impos-ible to pretend that there was the least exaggeration in the state- 
ment the noble lord had made with regard to the treatment of covliva 
in Cuba, Strong representations on the subject had been made last 
year to the Spanish Government, but without success, the Spanish Minis- 
ter having declared that. in the then state of Cuba it was impossible for 
any elfective steps to be taken to put a stup to the evil. Owing to the 
state of affairs in Spain those representations had not been renewed 
during the present year. The Spanish Government, however, had 
shown considerable anxiety to put an end to slavery in Cuba, No fur- 
ther report had, he might add, been received on the subject. 

Tur Zoological Sucicty have received a valuable present from his Ex- 
cellency Sir Harry Ord, Governor of the Straits Settlements, in the 
shape of two hens of the Argus pheasant (Argus giganteus). The two 
cocks uf the same bird haying been previously received from Mr. J. G.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND THE 
COLONIAL SYSTEM. 

In completing our review of the financial administra- 
tion of the Straits Settlements since their transfer to 
the Colonial-office—which, from press of other matter, 
we have been obliged to postpone for some time—it 
is impossible to leave unnoticed that rapid multiplica- 
tion of new appointments, of which two or three recent 
examples have given rise to so much comment in Colo- 
nial circles. Lord KIMBERLEY observed in his despatch 
of August, 1871, that the civil establishments of the 
Colony had been increasing year after year under Sir H. 
Orv’s government. Their cost had become nearly $40,000 
greater in that year than it had been in 1867; and this 
year’s estimates will no doubt show a handsome addition, 
under this head, to the Colonial burdens. If increased 
efficiency were obtained by the process, no one would ob- 
ject to it; but the reverse seems to be the case. For in- 
stance, under the Indian Government, the Resident Coun- 
cillor of Singapore combined in himself the offices of 
Colonial Secretary and Treasurer. The first step, on the 
introduction of the Colonial system, was to separate the 
two offices ; the next, before a couple of years had elapsed, 
was to create an Assistant Colonial Secretaryship, with a 
number of additional clerks. And what has been the re- 
sult of these successive measures? Has the Colonial 
Secretary's department been made a model of regularity, 
order and despatch? Let the Governor and the public 
answer. Itis only the other day that Sir H. Orp attributed 
the street row of October last to the flagrant negligence of 
the Colonial Secretary, and that the whole Penang com- 
munity was up in arms, crying aloud against the inter- 
minable delays of his department. A restless craving for 
interference in everything is not incompatible with un- 
businesslike habits, and an incapacity for getting through 
work seems to have succeeded the quiet, orderly machinery 
of Indian times. Months, it is said, elapse before a paltry 
payment of a few dollars to an outsider is sanctioned ; and 
yet it would be well if we could be sure that while gnats 
are thus strenuously strained at, camels are not swallowed 
without effort. 

The recently created Inspectorship of Prisons, which Lord 
KIMBERLEY 80 judiciously vetoed, reveals another history 
of a similar kind. The Surveyor General was pensioned 
off, and his office was consolidated with that of the Colo- 
nial Engineer. Of course the salary of the latter officer 
was increased in consequence of this addition to his duties ; 
but as he can hardly have had any special training for 
them, we heard without surprise that an engineer officer 
had been added to his staff. The next step was to discover 
that he had no longer time for attending to that part of 
his old duties which consisted in the superintendence of 
prison discipline ; and_.so, although the transmarine convict 
department was dying out, and the jail had been cleared, 
by recent changes of the law affecting insolvent debtors, Sir 
H. Orp created an Inspectorship of Prisons, with a salary of 
£600 a-year. What the Colony was expected to gain by 
these complicated changes beyond the pleasure of contem- 
plating the good fortune of one or two favoured gentlemen, 
is not clear; what it may be expected to lose is clear be- 
aes all question. The cost of the combined Surveyor- 

ngineer department will, we believe, figure higher in the 
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estimates of this year than the two departments ever did 
before ; there will, further, be an addition to the Colonial 
pension list for the late Surveyor ; and, but for T-ord Kim- 
BERLEY’S resistance to the job, we should have wad to add 
the salary of the new Prison Inspector. 

But the new office of Registrar-General may be cited as 
perhaps the most remarkable effort in this line. It is 
enough to describe it. It is proposed, simply, to create an 
office for licensing brothels and registering births, deaths, 
and taverns ; to give for the performance of these not very 
exalted duties the modest salary of $350 a month—not 
much less than the pay of the Treasurer or Attorney- 
General—and to confer the whole thing on Sir H. Orp's 
private secretary, Mr. Plow. He would thus hoist a gen- 
tleman not belonging to the service over the heads of 
numbers of old officials, into a berth which would be over- 
paid at a quarter of the proposed salary. 1s this an honest 
discharge of the solemn duty which a Governor owes to 
the colony entrusted to his administration, or is it merely 
a bold attempt to quarter a favoured follower on its re- 
sources ? 

Before closing our review of the changes introduced into 
the Straits Settlements in regard to money matters, a few 
words must be said on two notorious evils. Under the 
Indian Government little or nothing was heard of travelling 
allowances ; but the Colonial system soon made the public 
but too familiar with them. Few details are within our 
reach, but even these, if inquired into, would show that 
the system is liable to great abuse, and calls for stringent 
revision and supervision. A return of the travelling allow- 
ances drawn by each officer monthly would show a degree 
of locomotive activity on the part of some gentlemen in 
striking contrast with the degree of zeal and efficiency for 
which they are generally credited in their other duties. 
It has been rumoured that the Colony has but too often 
to pay for evening drives and snipe-shooting excursions, 
under the name or pretence of inspections ; and the result 
is not only a pecuniary loss to the Colony, but what. is 
much more serious, a lowering of the moral standard and 
tone in the public service. 

The other evil is even more disreputable and degrading ; 
it is the practice of receiving presents from native Rajahs and 
others. The rule of the Indian Government was explicit. A 
present offered to an official was not necessarily rejected, but 
if it was accepted it was sent to the Treasury for public pur- 
poses, on pain of dismissal from the service. With the change 
of Government came a lamentable change of practice. It is 
currently reported that offerings now find their way to the 
hands of English officials—and remain there. Those visits 
to Malay rajahs, of which we have heard so much in recent 
times, and which were said to be so necessary for keeping 
up British prestige when steamers were asked for, have 
seldom had any other results—whatever may have been 
their ostensible objects. The natives understand it well, 
and British prestige and the character of British officials 
has not been raiscd in consequence. Anything more 
utterly demoralising to the individuals who thus soil 
their hands, or more injurious to our national reputation 
in the East it is impossible to conceive, and the Colonial- 
office cannot too soon put it down with a high hand. If 
we are to have rapacity in any form, let us at least keep it 
at home to prey on ourselves, but let us not suffer it to get 
abroad. We can afford to put up with a pecuniary loss, 
but not with discredit. 

Our retrospect of the leading facts and features of Sir H. 
Orpv’s financial administration has probably by this time 
satisfied the reader that while a Governor has great facilities 
for the “lax” expenditure—to borrow Lord KIMBERLEY’S 
euphemistic expression—of the Colonial resources, the ex- 
isting checks on such laxity are extremely inefficient. One 
remedy would be, to strengthen the local audit, by myking 
the Auditor-General independent of the Governor, and re- 
moving him altogether out of the line of local promotion. 
Having nothing to hope from the favour, or to fear from the 
resentment of a Governor, or from an unscrupulous use of pa- 
tronage, he would haveno overwhelming motive for shrinking 
from astern exercise of his duty. Another and more impor- 
tant remedy would be found in giving the widest publicity to 
every detail of public expenditure. The non-official mem- 
bers of Council, who are supposed to represent this prin- 
ciple, and to whom the public and the Colonial-office alike 
looked for protection against the misapplication of the 
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public money, proved themselves unequal to the task ; as 
Lord KIMBERLEY evidently felt, when, in his despatch of 
Aug~t, 1871, he told them that their duty was to restrain, 
not promote, the spending of revenue, and that instead of 
controlling the details of the public expenditure, they had 
but too often allowed large and unnecessary expenditure to 
pass unquestioned. Undoubtedly, except on the rare occa- 
sions when the pressure from without was stronger 
than the pleasure of swimming with the stream, they 
were weak enough to vote any sums demanded, and 
weaker still, when called upon to investigate and expose, 
to hush up and condone. But much allowance should be 
made for them. They had seldom any very strong or 
high public opinion on the spot to support them. They 
were even told that “as the money was spent, and could 
not be unspent, bygones should be bygones.” Besides, 
when they did make rare and fitful efforts in the per- 
formance of their duty, they were too often defeated or 
baffled. For instance, when one of them moved for a 
return of the money expended on a steam-launch—a vessel | 
which was perhaps worth about £300, but on which four : 
times as much had heen wasted—and of the services which 
she had performed, Sir H. Orb refused the information, and 
intimated that he regarded the demand for it as an act of 
hostility. On another occasion we find an inquiry into a 
pecuniary transaction at Penang checkmated on a point of 
order. When a member called for a return of the expendi- 
ture on Government-house, it was supplied in a form which 
gave little information and much perplexity. The employ- 
ment of convicts was dealt with in an equally enigmatic 
manner ; and as for the money spent in entertaining the 
Duke of Epinburau, the account furnished was so absurdly 
illusory, that nobody could fail to suspect that the details 
were incapable of bearing the light. These practices point 
to the importance of making the Colonial accounts far more 
accessible than they now are, not only to all members of 
the Council, but to the public. The possibility of publicity 
being given to a piece of “lax” expenditure would be a 
wholesume check on its occurrence. Legislative and judi- 
cial proceedings are reported ; why should not fiscal proceed- 
ings be reported too + Those who did bad—as well as good 
—by stealth might blush to find it fame. Certainly, we are 
justified in believing that the fear of immediate exposure 
would prevent many disbursements which non-officials and 
auditors do not control or check, and which a Colonial 
Minister can only, when too late, deplore. 

To extend our review to the other parts of Sir H. Orp’s 
administration would lead us too far ; but the general result 
may be briefly summed up. What does public opinion say 
of it? The European community has been in a state of 
irritation and discontent ever since the transfer took place, 
and the Asiatics of all races, if less outspoken, are in no more 
favourable mood towards it. How has the first duty of a 
Government been performed, namely, giving protection from 
violence ? The local reports of crime seem to show that life 
and property were never less secure ; that the rabble of Sin- 
gapore has never been so turbulent. Has the police been im- 
proved ? Onall sides there is a cry that it is more miserably 
inefficient than it ever was. Even one of the warmest of 
Sir H. Orp’s non-:official supporters denounced its condition 
only the other day, in the Council, as a scandal to the Go- 
vernment. Have the other public departments been im- 
proved? In one, as we have already observed, we hear of 
negligence and delays, in others of frauds and embezzle- 
ment; and the dispensation of patronage in the service 
has given little satisfaction. It has been observed 
that while some officials, whom the public regard as 
among the most respectable and meritorious, have been 
systematically passed over in the course of promotion, 
other gentlemen who have not enviably distinguished 
tM#usclves have been the special objects of patronage. 
With the judges there has been warfare ; with the magis- 
tracy an amount of worry and interference which on 
one occasion brought down a public reproof from the 
Colonial-office. There has been, it is truce, much activity in 
legislation and in preparing Bills on every conccivable sub- 
ject ; but has it been the activity of the sage, or only of his 
Darwinian progenitor? There has been also much med- 
dling and visiting and lecturing of Malay rajahs ; but has 
“British prestige” been raised among them? Has any 
work of public advantage been executed ; or was not every 
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important work, such as the Singapore Waterworks, and 
the North Sands Lighthouse, indefinitely adjourned to make 
way for the more pressing needs of a governor's house ? 
We look about us for a single success in this six years’ ad- 
ministration to compensate for that financial course which 
Lord KiatBerLey so emphatically condemned, and we look 
in vain. Weakness, restlessness, and inefficiency, to say no 
more, have been the concomitants of much unjustifiable ex- 
travagance ani of some sorry smartness. From beginning 
to end the govermment of Sir H. Orv has reflected no credit 
on the Colonial systeim. 





THE Straits Times has thought proper to describe our re- 
cent observations on Sir HT. Orv’s administration as “ per- 
sonal attacks,’ and in so doing has committed an offence 
against the press which is inexcusable in a public writer. 
Our remarks were strictly confined to the public acts of the 

xovernor, and itis amere abuse of words to designate them 
as “ personal” because they are not flattering. The close 
of an administration appeared to us a very suitable time for 
reviewing it ; and though the conductors of the Straits Times 
are quite at liberty to pass over in silence the shortcomings 
of Sir H. Orv’s Government, we hold that a public journalist 
has a higher duty than to make things pleasant all round. 
He should do his best to protect the public from the repeti- 
tion of such faults, and this is to be done by exposing them, 
not by burying them in oblivion. 


WE understand that the return relating to the memorials 
forwarded to the Government by the Chambers of Commerce 
on the subject of Captain Sprye’s trade route to China, 
which was moved for some time ago by Mr. Barings, M.P., 
will be issued in a few days. The document is looked for 
with some interest, as it is rumoured that several officials 
of the departments concerned were opposed to the publica- 
tion of more than one of the papers. 





THE Japanese Ambassadors gave a grand farewell dinner 
on the 14th inst. in the Hotel des Bergues, Geneva, to the 
authorities of Geneva and Vaud. The principal speeches 
were delivered by IwAkuRA and the Presidents of the Coun- 
cils of State and the Grand Councils. The Embassy left 
next morning for Marseilles, where they embarked for 
Japan on board the French mail steamer. 


THE Japanese Charge d’ Affaires at Washington has had 
a long conference with the Superintendent of Foreign Mails, 
with a view to agreeing upon a basis for a proposed postal 
convention between the United States and Japan. They 
have arrived ata satisfactory understanding, and a project 
for the convention will be immediately prepared. 





WE are informed that the movement organised for con- 
structing a short line of railway for presentation to the 
Emperor of CHINA is progressing satisfactorily. Another 
mecting of the Committee was held at the residence of the 
Duke of SUTHERLAND on Saturday. 


THE report that the Turkish Government intended to 
send some war vessels to Atchin is now declared to be in- 
correct, and the Constantinople paper which published it 
has: been suspended. 





BANQUET TO THE NEW GOVERNOR OF THE 
STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

The dinner given by the merchants and others connected with 
the Straits Settlements to the new Governor, Sir Andrew Clarke, 
came off on Wednesday evening last, at the London Tavern. 
The chair was occupied by Mr. W. Napier, who was supported 
by Mr. Childers, M.P., General Cavenagh, Admiral Sherard Oa 
born, Sir W. Stowell, Sir P. Benson Maxwell, Sir George Bal- 
four, M.P., and others, whose names are given below. 


At the conclusion of an excellent and well-served dinner, the CHair- 
MAN proposed the customary loyal toasts, followed by “The Army and 
Navy,” General CaveENacH responding for the Army, and Rear-Admiral 
SHERARD OsBorN—in the absence of Sir J.D. Elphinstone---for the 
Navy. The next toast was the “ Two Houses of Parliament.” 

The Right Hon. H. C. E, Cuiipers, in returning thanks, said that dur- 
ing the last five sessions a great deal uf hard work had been dune, and he 
hoped that it would be found advantageous to the Empire, of which 
those present represented a not unimportant part. Never had there 
been a moment when the English Empire was more consvlidated than 
at the present time, and when there existed more goodwill between the 
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mother country and her colonies. Amongst the means of continuing | 
and promoting that consolidation, none, he was convinced, would be | 


more effectual than the selection of worthy men to execute the decrees 
of Her Majesty and her Parliament, and to watch over the welfare 
of every part of her dominion. After more than twenty years’ ex- 
perience of Sir Atidrew Clarke, he (the right hon. gentleman) could 
trnly say that no appointment had ever been made by the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies more likely to conciliate the goodwill and to pro- 
mote the interests of those over whom he was called upon to preside. 

Then followed the toast of the evening, “The health of Sir Andrew 
Clarke.” In proposing this toast, Mr. Napter alluded to the past his- 
tory of the three Straits Settlements. He said that when Penang was 
established, upwards of ninety years ago, it was intended not only to 
he a commercial emporium, but also a naval station, and it had played 
its part in both capacities. Singapore, however, had been founded, by 
the far-seeing policy of Sir Stamford Raffles, for commercial purposes 
alone. But it appeared that Singapore was not always associated in our 
minds with peaceful pursuits, for he remembered that sume years ago, 
when it was suggested that we ought to cede Gibraltar to the Spaniarda, 
a distinguished military officer replied, in a letter to a public journal, 
that we might just as well be called upon to cede Malta, Aden, and 
Singapore to their original owners. — This classification showed a most 
mistaken view of the matter, for Singapore, so far from having been 
wrested by us from its former owners, had been made over to the Bri- 
tish Government in consideration of a large sum of money paid down 
in hard cash. The case of Penang was exactly similar. It had become a 
British settlement by virtue of $10,000 a-year, which we paid to its 
former owner, who had possessed in it no subjects but the monkeys who 
inhabited the island. 

Sir ANDREW CLARKE in returning thanks said that he took the 
honour not so much to himself as to the office to which he had been 
appointed, for he felt convinced that until the announcement of the ap- 
pointment actually appeared in the public press but few, if any, of those 
present had ever heard hia (Sir Andrew's) name. Nevertheless he 
trusted that the Colonists of the Straits would never regret that the 
appointment had been made, and he hoped that if he should be present 
on a similar occasion when he returned from the Colony he would 
experience as warm a reception as that which had been accorded him 
that evening. With regard to his policy, he would simply remark that 
he would take for his guide the principles of Sir Stamford Ratiles, to 
whom the Chairman had just referred, and from these he should never 
depart. His first chief, Sir William Dennison, had taught hin to regard 
those principles with reverence. Of one thing his hearers might feel 
assured—of his determination to do all in his power to uphold and 
increase the commercial welfare of the Straits Settlements. He con- 
cluded hy proposing “ The Commercial Prosperity of the Straits Settle- 
ments.” 

Mr. W. ADaMson, in response, alluded to the great and rapid pro- 
gress which has been effected of late years in the trade uf Singapore, 
and adduced some brief statistics in support of his observations, ‘This 
progress was to be attributed almost entirely to the maintenance of the 
principle of free trade, which, first inaugurated in the Straits by Sir 
Stamford Raftles, had ever since been upheld, to the great benefit and 
the vast improvement of the colony.—Mr. SANDILANDS followed, and, 
speaking with reference to Penang, regretted that both the commercial 
and material progress of that settlement had been tardy compared with 
that of the sister colony. Penang could boast of no Government House 
or palatial buildings such as were to be found in Singapore. Notwith- 
standing these drawbacks, he would claim that, in the matter of climate, 
Penang possessed advantages that rendered a residence there much 
more agreeable than any other place in the Straits. The speaker then 
briefly alluded to the action of the Dutch in Atchin, and denounced 
the attack upon that sovereignty as treacherous and agressive. 

The CHAIRMAN then proposed “The Old Indian Service of the Straits 
Settlements,” to which Sir Grorck BaLrour replied. He earnestly re- 
commended the new Governor to study the welfare of the Chinese and 
Malay population of the Settlements, which could more easily be con- 
trolled by kindness and consideration than by vielence and harshness. 

Mr. Bosnett proposed * ‘The Non-Ofticial Members of the Legislative 
Council.” coupling the toast with the name of the Hon. T. Shelford. 

Mr. SHELFORD, In reply, deprecated the complaint, which had so fre- 
quently been made of inaction on the part of non-official members of 
the Council. They had a difficult dnty to discharge, and that duty he 
claimed on behalf of himself and his colleagues was performed to the 
best of their ability. He promised Sir Andrew Clarke their active 
co-operation in all matters atfectingthe general welfare of the Colony, 

“The Literature of the Straits Settlements ? was next proposed ly 
Mr. BE. J. Leveson, who disclaimed any right to be associated with that 
toast. He would name inthis connection Mr. Logan and Mr. Crawford, 
tothe latterof whom he referred as “the father of theStraitsSettlemnents.” 
He took the opportunity to fully endorse the remarks made by Mr, Sandi- 
lands with revard to Atchin. Our Government he considered had male 
a mistake when they surrendered those Treaty rights which gave us 
puwer to prevent such proceedings as had been adopted by the Dutch 
iu Sumatra.—Mr. Jon Cameron acknowledged the toast. He said that 
journalism in the Straits had ever been independent and honest, and 
he assured Sir Andrew Clarke that whatever cominents might be made 
by the local preas upon his administration he would find them out- 
spoken, but free from pettiness, persomuities, or malice. 

Thenest toast was that of “ Our Guests," proposed by Mr. W. Pater- 
son and rejlied to by Sir P. Besson MAXWELL, who in congratulating 
the new Governor upon his appointment endorsed the appeal made 
by a previous speaker (Sir Geo. Balfour), on behalf of the Chinese and 
Malays of the Straits, and he hoped that Sir Andrew would follow the 
course which he (Sir P. B. Maxwell) had always endeavoured to pursne 
when connected with the adininiatration of the Colony, and uphold the 
right of appeal possessed by the meanest Chinese or Malay coolie against 
unjust treatment. 

Mr. TipMan then proposed “ Absent Friends,” and in the course of 
a few retnarks alluded to Admiral Sir Harry Keppel and to Bishop 
Macdougal as among the best friends of the Colony. The “ Health of 
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the Chairman” followed, proposed by Sir P. Benson MaXwELL, and 
acknowledged in a few brief remarks by Mr. Napier. The concluding 
toast was “ The Committee” (Messrs. P. F. Tidman, William Adamson, 
E. Boustead, J. Guthrie, J. Harvey, William Napier, William Pagton, 
and G. M. Sandilands), proposed by Mr. J. Youna. 

Mr. Harvey, having returned thanks on behalf of himself and his 
coadjutors, the business of the evening was bronght to a close. 

The proceedings throughout were characterised by the utmost una- 
nimity, enthusiasm, and gved fecling, and the banquet was among the 
most successful which has ever been held in connection with the East.

THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 
eos 
THE JAPANESE DEPARTMENT. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Japanese Exhibition continues to fourm the chief attrac- 
tion of our world’s fair. This is due not only to the great care 
(the Japanese Government have taken to present a complete 
picture of Japanese industry, not only to the variety and the— 
uthough sometimes rather strange-—beauty of their products, 
but also tu the ability and dexterity the Japanese possess, always 
to keep the curiosity on the alert znd to make a programme for 
themselves by meus of the press. But in the present case they 
have gone a step further and published a monography, entitled, 
“ Votiee sur UE mpire du Jupon et sur la participation a UE xpost- 
tion Crirerselle de Vierne,? which contains most valuable informa- 
tion about the internal situation of the Japanese Empire. Of this 
book only a limited number of copies has been printed, and 
therefore I deem it worth while to acquaint your readers with 





its contents. 

After a short preface, wherein the Imperial Commissioner for 
Japan explains the aim of the book, follows first & summary 
treatise on the geographical position of Japan and. its colonies. 
A table of population shows the houses to number 7,123,581, 
and the inhabitants 33,110,503, of which 16,913,067 are of the 
male, and 16,197,436 of the female sex. A chronological table 
of the Japanese Emperors begins with Tin-mon-ten-no, the 
reign of whom is still wrapt in thorough darkness. With him 
starts the Japanese era, beginning in the year 600 Be. Nothing 
more is known about him but that he organised a rising in the 
Province of Hinga, and marched with his followers to the 
East, where he built his residence in the Valley of Kashi- 
hara, in Yamato, and there ascended the throne upen which 
up to this day 122 emperors have suceeeded hin. The 
list of the monarchs of Japan contains nine names of empresses 
who voverned the country. The Empress Jingoa-Kogo, widow 
of the fourteenth regent, who at his death called her to the throne, 
carried on a victorious war against the inhabitants of Korea, took 
away their fleet and levied from them a tribute, that has con- 
tinued to be paid to the Japanese for a long time afterwards. AC 
short sketch of the history of Japan acquaints us with the fate 
of the people which, as we gather from several facts, was already 
at a very remote period enjoying a high degree of social deve- 
lopment. In the vear 285 u.c., the teachings of Confucius —- 
whom the Japanese call Rongs—were first. introduced into the 
country. The Empire seems to have been in a very flourishing 
state then, at all events the Emperor Nin-tokouten-nd must be 
mentioned as a praiseworthy prince, for he is said to have shown 
the greatest cconomy in administering the government, and wa 
thus able to free his subjects from all tixes for a time ; his nearesy 
successors strove to follow his example. With the year 1212 
after Tin-mou (552 A.b.) there began in Japan the warfare of the 
vassals against the Crown, lasting nearly without interruption up 
to the present. 

At the same time the Buddhist creed found its way into Japan, 
and bloody religious wars were the result. In the year 6-43 the 
first Japanese Ambassador was scut to the Imperial Court of 
China. From that time dates the regular postal service iIntro- 
duced by the Emperor Ko-lokou-tennd, The coutinual revolu- 
tions and strifes of the vassals led to a severe division of the 
nobility in twenty-six classes. But it was the aim of the vassals 
to bring the Emperor down under their power, and they succeeded 
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in getting hold of the Government, leaving to the Emperor no- 
thing but his title. Since 1186 a.p. the Dai Shiogoon (général en 
chef) of the time being was in fact the holder of power, and it 
was he wt® installed the Emperor. This dignity remained here- 
ditary in the family of the Vassal Yoritomo, who first usurped 
that office, and in spite of many endeavours the later Emperors 
never succeeded in freeing themselves from their influence. 


Under the reign of the Emperor Gonara-ten-no the first Eu- 
ropean, the Portuguese Pinto, came into the country. Soon after- 
wards Nagasaki became the principal port for foreign vessels. 
The second half of the sixteenth century is filled with wars 
against Korea. In the year 1609 the Dutch and the English 
began to trade with Japan ; at the same time Christianity began 
to spread, and new religious wars broke out, so that under the 
Emperor Migoshio-ten-n6 and his Shiogoon Tymemitson, all re- 
lations with the foreigners were broken off, and that, since 1639 
A.D., no other relations existed but with China. It was only in 
1854 that the first treaty was entered into with the United States, 
soon followed by treaties with the European nations. 


At last, in 1867, the present Emperor of Japan took the reins of 
power out of the hands of the Shiogoon Yoshihisa, and personall. 
assumed the government of the country. The feudal system fe. 
after 700 years’ battle, and under a Monarchical Government the 
country has begun an unprecedented development. The present 
Emperor of Japan, Moutsou Kito, son of the Emperor Komei- 
ten-n6 and the Empress Foujiwara Asako, was born on Sep- 
tember 22, 1852, succeeded to the throne in 1867, and married on 
December 28, 1868. His wife, Harouko, is the daughter of the 
Ishidzo Tadako, a member of the first class of nobility ; she was 
born on April 17, 1850. After these historical dates about Japan, 
reproduced in a very summary way, the work contains a com- 
prehensive synopsis of the Boards of Administration. <A table 
of expenses and receipts of the State for 1871. calculates the first 
to be $62,371,574.64 and the latter $65,831,362.16, there being a 
surplus of $3,459,787.52. A view of the army organisation winds 
up with the declaration that since December 28, 1872, the sys- 
tem of geferal service has been introduced into Japan. A series 
of tables presents a comprehensive view of the commercial 
movement in Japan, taken from the report of the English con- 
sulate for 1871. At last the Commission have put together all 

ablic documents and official issues relating to the universal Fx 
ibition. 

The whole work produces a very pleasant impression upon the 
reader. We see a people before us who, standing upon a very 
high point of civilisation, have suddenly been retarded in its 
development through the most horrible of all events in the course 
of history, fanatical religious wars, and who are now striving 
with all their might to regain their former grandeur. Such a 
people deserve the fullest esteem of the world for the thorough 
earnestness of their endeavours. 


THE CHINA EXHIBITION. 


The following is the first of a series of articles which are to 
appear in the Mechanics’ Magazine on the subject of the Exhibi- 
tion :-— 


The coal resources of China are illustrated by a fair collection of 
specimens of turf, brown coal, and black. The appliances for its ex- 
traction are of the simplest and rudest kind. In the majority of cases 
the coal measure is firat observed at its outcrops, generally in the side 
of a hill, where it has been uncovered by ravine denudation or other 
accident. A level is then driven in, which they have the wit to incline 
slightly to get rid of the water. As it often happens that this gate 
road is not conformable to the dip of the measure a point is soon reached, 
when the road is only three or four feet from the roof of the seam, and 
it is then pushed no further. Other wide and irregular headings are 
driven from this main one, and worked in a desultory manner—that is, 
just where it seems easiest—until some untoward circumstance, as a fall 
of roof, a fault, the presence of water, &c., causes the work to be aban- 
doned. The only tools used are the pick and the basket. The coal is car- 
ried by manual labour to the level mouth, and from the place of produc- 
tion it is conveyed by pack-horses, and in small quantities ; so that by 
the time the coal has been transported twelve or fifteen miles it be- 
comes dearer than the imported mineral. 


In spite of this in certain favourable situations, where water carriage 
is at hand and the Mandarins less than ordinarily oppressive, the coal 
can be exported at remunerative prices. Roads are the grand deside- 
ratum, together with the abolition of the grievous internal taxation 
and tyranny on the part of the nobles. A species of 1789 movement, 
it seems to us, would do good service. . Along the sides of the roads 
drains are dug for the water to run out, along which course also the 
- wovudened-bottomed baskets are generally dragged one at a time, a man 
to basket. As at present explored the seams of coal in China ex- 
hibit no fire-damp. The measures thus worked run from a hundred to 
500 yards deep, and the thickness of the seams from three to twenty 
feet. 


We subjoin a brief outline of the coal trade in China for 1871 :—

The largest coal field in China is in the province of Shansi, but owing 
to the difficulty of transport and the oppressive inland taxation, very 
little, if any, of it finds its way to the coast. Specimens of each of these 
coals are to be seen, and though somewhat tender, especially where the 
seam is near the surface, they appear to be of good quality. ‘There is 
no reason, beyond those already mentioned in the taxes of the nobles 
and the want of good roads, why coal should not be delivered at the 
sea board at 10s. to 15s. per ton. The mines are more diligently ex- 
plored in the island of Formosa, and when the worthy King of the 
Celestial can condescend to attend better to his earthly dominions, and 
provide safety for English capital, we may expect an immense saving to 
our marine by coaling our Eastern vessels at Chinese ports. 


THE RAILWAY FOR THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Si1r,—I am much obliged to you for your notice of the proposed 
presentation to the Emperor of China, and would be still more 
so if you would kindly allow me to point out in your columns that 
the statement that “the object is to obtain the Emperor’s sanction 
to the establishment of a complete railway system throughout 
China” is rather apt to mislead. There is no intention to seek 
for any sanction or concession for making railways in China gene- 
rally, or in any way; the intention is simply :— 

1st. To make a present to the Emperor of China, congratula- 
tory on his accession to the personal government of his at 
Empire. 2nd. To consider well what presents are most re to 
be of service to his Imperial Majesty. 3rd. Keeping in view 
the hope that his Majesty has a long life and reign before him, 
and that great improvements are certain to be made during his 
reign, it follows almost asa natural sequence that the things most 
likely to be of real use are locomotives, steam fire-engines, musical 
instruments, telegraphic apparatus, &c., &c. 

That such presents may have results in the direction you indi- 
cate is very probable, and even desirable, but there is noscheme 
for railways or coucessions connected with the proposal.—I am,

TEA. 

Tne following is from the Circular of Messrs. J. C. Sillar and Co. :— 
The P. and O. steamer Venetia passed Gibraltar on the 7th inst. at 5 a.m., 
and the Agamemnon five hours afterwards. The former was in the Downs 
at 7 A.M. on the 12th, passed Gravesend at noon, and entered the Vic- 
toria Docks at 4 p.m. By the next tide the Agamemnon entered the 
same dock. The samples of the cargoes of both vessels were placed on 
the market on Monday morning, the 14th inst. The Venetia c&gried 
31,000 packages, and the Agamemnon 32,000. The samples generally 
gave great dissatisfaction, and the trade bought very sparingly ; the 
sales the first day were estimated at 10,000 half-chests and 3,000 chests, 
or barely one and a half day’s deliveries. The following day very little 
business was done, the sales not exceeding 5,000 or 6,000 packages. 
Prices ranged between 1s, 7d. and 28. 6d. per Ib. ; one fine chop of 
extra quality has since sold at 2s. 9d. In all our experience we do not 
recollect such inferior teas coming from the northern ports by the first 
ships. The leaves are hurriedly prepared, and not sufficiently fired, 
and in many instances appear to be mixed with old leaves and dust. 
The higher classed ones are fragrant and strong in the cup, but the 
leaves of those also are badly made, and bear no comparison with the 
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fine teas which were formerly imported from China, though costing up- 
wards of \ shilling per lb. more. The statistical position of the market 
is still strong, the stocks are smaller in proportion to the deliveries than 
we ever remember to have seen, and the shipments from China from 
the commencement of the season to the 6th inst. were only 27,500,000 
Ibe., against 48,000,000 lbs. the same time last year. 

The Venetia, from Woosung, May 27, docked at four p.m, July 12. 
Samples were offered on Monday morning, 14th inst., and in the after- 
noon the Agamernnon’s cargo was on offer. There has been a good 
business done, buyers showing greater confidence than for two or three 
seasons past ; denlers admit they have seldom held such light stocks 
of Tea .over at the value of 1s. 6d., while merchants were justified in 
taking a firm attitude, looking at the moderate shipments so far, and the 
loss of the Drummond Castle with equal to 25,000 chests, amongst 
which were some of the finest Ningchows. At the same time, it is to 
be regretted the high prices paid at Hankow, which were not under 
any circumstances justified, looking to the past season's out-turn. The 
quality proves decidedly superior to Jast season's ; more so, as but few 
Ningchows have come forward by these steamers. Sales are, for Qonam 
kinds, 1s. 7d. to 1s. 9d. ; second quality Oopacks, 1s. 10d. to 2s. ; fine 
teas, 23. 1d. to 2s. 4d. ; finest, 23, 5d. to 2s. 9d., the latter for a crack 
chop, Ningchow. The Teas are apparently more carefully prepared, 
and it would seem the weather proved fine during the process of curing, 
most chops being crisp to the hand, and possess good aroma. 

Messrs. Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—The tone of ourmarket remains 
quiet, and the business in old season’s Teas has heen very limited, the 
attention of the trade being entirely taken up by the arrival of the two 
steamers, Venetia and Agamemnon, with the new crop Teas from Han- 
kow. The arrival of the Venetia on the 12th, and the Agamemnon on 
the 13th, brought their samples to market on the 14th. The quality 
is generally considered equal to last year, whilst they are more free from 
dust. There has been a large amount of business done, the finest kinds 
fully supporting the opening prices, but the good to fine kinds show a 
decline of 1d. to 2d. per Ib. on the early sales made ; but at this reduc- 
tion the demand has been good, and we think about two-thirds of the 
quantity offered has found buyers. The deliveries for the week amount 
to 2,948,000 Ibs., against 2,866,000 Ibs. last year. 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: The few sales made in these kinds show 
no material change in prices, but the quantity changed hands has been 
too sinall to afford subject of remark under the different grades. Black- 
leaf kinds : The demand for all old season’s Teas has been stopped for 
the moment by the arrival of the new scason’s Teas ; these have met 
with good attention, and sales made from 1s. 7d. to 1s. 10d. for good 
medium to fine kinds, from 1s. 1ld. to 2s. 3d. for finest, and a few 
superior chops from 2s, 5d. to 2s. 9d. per Ib. as stated above ; the range 
of prices of 1s. 7d. to 1s. 10d. shows a reduction of 1d. to 2d, per Ib. 
on the early sales. New-make Canton kinds show no great alteration, 
but sales have been difficult to make, owing to pre-occupation of the 
trade with the new Teas from Hankow. In Ovlongs, Souchongs, 
Flowery Pekoes, and uncoloured Japans, there has been but little doing, 
and prices remain much as before. Scented Teas—Canton Capers: Old 
Teas remain dull of sale. The new arrivals have not been taken freely, 
but last week's prices have been maintained. Foochow Capers are still 
in request. Canton Orange Pekoes show no improvement ; a few good 
quality old season’s have sold at 1s, 1d. per Ib. ; in new, fair quality 
has sold at 1s, 2d. per 1b., good to fine 1s. 6d. to 1a. 10d. per Ib. Foo- 
chow kinds have become scarce, and the demand is fairly maintained. 


SILK. 

There is still no improvement in the market beyond an increase in 
the deliveries ; business continues very dull, and buyers will only take 
Silk at a further decline. Some very common Tsatlecs have been sold 
at 16s., and the lower grades of this Silk generally are very difficult of 
sale, but the better classes are more steady as regards prices, although 
with very little demand. In Cantons there is enquiry for market 
Tsatlees at about 14s., with occasional business. Japana are again very 
quiet, and in Bengals there is a continued absence of demand. De- 
liveries from 1st to 16th are as follows :—China 1,696, Canton 481, 
Japan 609, Bengal 272, Total 3,058 bales. 





Cocoa-xut OIL continues very dull, and is still declining. Cochin ia 
quoted £37 to £38, Ceylon £32 per ton. In public sale, of 158 casks 
Ceylon offered 30 pipes fair sold at £32, 25 casks from Singapore were 
bought in at £33. Privately 10 tons fine quality Ceylon ure reported 
sold at £32 cash.
